R. G. Dun St C om pany R eport a Gratifying: 
In crease In T rade. 
New York, M arch'6.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
“The slow and gradual improvement 
observed for some time has continued 
during the last week and without ma­ 
terial change. 
There is a better de­ 
mand for most products on the whole, 
with a continuance of speculative buy­ 
ing in some, notably in wool, because 
of expected duties. 
“Reports of probable needs abroad 
have helped speculation in wheat some­ 
what, but it has risen about 3 cents, 
though the price is still lower than 
two weeks ago. Corn is a cent strong­ 
er, about the price of two weeks ago. 
The corn exports continue so heavy as 
to compensate largely, if not wholly, 
for any decrease in wheat, amounting 
for the week to 2,779,974, bushels, gulf 
ports not included, 
against 1,014,390 
bushels last year. The grain supply of 
other countries continues much larger 
than a year ago. 
“Cotton has declined % cent, 
and 
with good reason, for, although 
re­ 
ceipts from plantations fell off, the de­ 
crease is not greater than the decrease 
in consumption owing to stoppage ol! 
mills. 
As there is comparatively lit 
tie cotton available in the country the 
market is a very convenient one for 
speculators to manipulate. 
“While many of the mills have 
stopped production of cotton goods for 
a time, the general outlook is on the 
whole unchanged, and the demand for 
goods does not improve, while print 
cloths are a shade lower. 
The mills 
accumulated a stock far in excess of 
the actual demand during most of the 
dullness, and their enforced restric­ 
tions at this time is merely paying a 
debt. 
“The demand for wool has dimin­ 
ished, though only a little, and sales 
are quiet, a third more than the full 
consumption of all mills, if all were 
at work, but the speculative buying 
continues. 
Western holders are too 
stiff for eastern purchasers, and the 
buying of domestic wool has slackened. 
Although some more mills have gone 
into operation, the course of the m ar­ 
ket has not favored great activity, but 
it may be said that for goods of the 
higher grades there is a better demand 
than heretofore. 
“While the demand for Bessemer pig 
has sustained the recent 
advance to 
$10.75 per ton at Pittsburg, and gray 
forge is still quoted at $9.40 there, and 
there is also less cutting of prices to get 
more business in finished products, the 
general range of prices still continues 
very low. 
“The feature of special interest is the 
conservatism in trading indicated by 
the liabilities of trading failures 
in 
nearly every branch of business, con­ 
trasted with the slight increase of lia­ 
bilities of manufacturing failures. Fail­ 
ures for the week have been 246 in the 
United States, against 285 last year, 
and fifty-nine in Canada, against sixty- 
eight last year.”

pared by law' clerks. Mr. Hoar argued 
that no matter how’ good a lawyer a 
man might be he could not investigate 
all the matters that came before him 
as the head of a department of this 
government. 
For that reason a law 
force had been provided to assist the 
secretary in his work. 
He said that 
the business ability of Mr. Bliss was 
unquestioned. 
Senators Lodge and 
Chandler fol­

Consumed—Thick

Bonnots Mill, Mo., Asiarch 
6.—Mis­ 
souri Pacific passenger train No. 4 ran 
into a landslide about one and one-half 
miles west of Staubert at 7 o’clock Fri­ 
day night. The engine, tender and mail 
car were telescoped, setting fire to the 
mail car, which in turn set fire to the 
baggage car, and both were entirely 
I consumed. One man was killed and his 
body cremated, another 
was 
fatally 
burned, and a third badly injured. The 
dead: 
W. A. ROSENBERGER, Blooming 
ton, 111., 30, single; body consumed. 
The injured: 
Edward Busman, fireman, 28, m ar­ 
ried, St. Louis; pinned under tender; 
body crushed and cooked from waist 
down; inhaled steam; will die. Frank 
Lauber, engineer. St. Louis; ribs brok­ 
en and head hurt; will recover. 
The train w*as running forty miles 
an hour on a dowm grade when the ac 
eident 
happened. 
Fireman 
Lusman 
was caught beneath the tender, but the 
engineer was thrown high in the air 
and broke his ribs by falling on the 
wrecked cars. 
The rest of the train 
was jarred off the track, but not a pas 
senger was hurt or even badly shaken. 
Almost before the passengers were 
out of the coaches the mail car was on 
fire. All but d few pieces of mail were 
burned. The baggage car was burning 
furiously, and beneath it all, shielded, 
yet pinned under the tender, was Lus­ 
man, the fireman. Scalding water was 
pouring over his legs and the fire W’as 
growing at his back. 
He begged the 
wounded engineer to shoot him; tried 
hard to reach for his own knife, and 
implored those who stood helplessly 
about to cut his throat and put him out 
of his misery. 
A wreck train, which had been side­ 
tracked by the express, ran up behind 
the wreck.

T H R E A T E N BIG S T R IK E . 


All 
K uilding Trades Involved in a D is­ 
pute at Chicago. 
Chicago, March 6.—Unless the 
de­ 
mands of 1,200 plasterers and hod car­ 
riers for a restoration of wages are 
acceded to by employing contractors 
before 
Monday 
noon, the Chicago 
Building Trades Council, by action ta­ 
ken last night, declares that the 25,000 
members of its different trades shall 
enter upon a sympathetic strike. Such 
a strike would affect, it is asserted, at 
least 100,000 persons, and would as­ 
sume proportions of vaster magnitude 
than any such demonstration seen in 
Chicago in years. Those who are pro­ 
moting the strike declare, too, it would 
cause a further business depression of 
tremendous import; and that those who 
would avoid such a calamity befalling 
the city should use their influence in 
endeavoring to remove the cause. 


K eep a Shot in th e Locker.

M apm aking H as B een 
B oom ed 
P opularity o f th e W heel. 
There not does seem to be, at first 
glance, any direct 
relation between 
maps and bicycles, but there is, and 
map publishers report that cycling is 
responsible for. a new and enlarged de­ 
mand for road maps, especially those 
mounted on muslin. 
Heretofore the 
maps in most general use have been 
railroad maps, and the greatest care 
has been taken to make these exact, 
the United States being far ahead of 
all other countries in respect of the 
manufacture of maps, giving the loca­ 
tions of cities and towns, and the rail­ 
roads connecting them. 
In England, 
France and Germany the manufacture 
of topographical maps has been carried 
much further than in the United States 
—maps giving, the roads, elevations, 
grades, water courses, and declivities— 
due, perhaps, in a great measure to the 
fact that the construction of such maps 
is under direction of the war depart­ 
ment, with abundant means and ample 
facilities, where as in the United States 
the market for maps of all kinds comes 
from the general public. Of late, how­ 
ever, it has been found necessary, in 
order to supply the constantly increas­ 
ing demands of bicycle riders for good 
road maps, to add to the stock of such 
publications more especially 
such as 
are on muslin. 
In th elast four years 
there has been an enormous increase 
in the sale of road maps. Those sold in 
New York give chiefly the Westchester, 
Long Island, Staten Island and 
New 
Jersey territory through which the best 
roads run. 
The headquarters of the 
map making business of the United 
States has long been Chicago, and not 
until the rise of the bicycle as the most 
approved method of road travel hasNew 
York challenged Chicago’s supremacy. 
Map making has been carried of late 
years to a point at which cheapness 
and accuracy may be said to meet. The 
foundation of an .ordinary map is a 
plain copper plate smeared with or­ 
dinary 
lamp black. 
Over this 
is 
spread like a film a composition of soft 
white wax, and the map drawing, made 
on engineer’s firm blue paper, is spread 
over the film. Then with a knife, some­ 
what resembling one of the parts of 
the compass, the lines are drawn into 
the wax and the tracing is removed. 
Map maxers have a small contrivance 
which much resembles what is known 
as a printer’s stick, except that, instead 
of providing for many lines of type, 
it provides for only one. 
This line is 
“set,” and then the type metal, which 
is copper faced, is heated. 
As heated, 
it is applied to the wax adjoining the 
point marked by each city, and when 
withdrawn leaves the name of the place 
clearly marked. 
After the wax com­ 
position has 
hardened it is suffused 
with acid, which makes a complete cast, 
and from this cast the electrotype is 
made from which any number of maps 
may be printed. The chief cost of maps 
therefore is the first cost, and, that pro­ 
vided for, the other expenses are insig­ 
nificant, paper and wooden or muslin 
mounting being the chief ones. 
The 
increased popularity of maps, through 
the requirements of bicycle riders, has 
reduced visibly the cost, and this is 
one of the beneficial effects which have 
followed the bicycle craze. Still an­ 
other beneficial effect of the popularity 
of bicycling has been the improvement 
of roads in the neighborhood of the 
larger cities—New York Sun.

Protean-plastic, 
it is claimed, may be molded into any 
form, is susceptible of a high polish 
or rough surface; may be rendered im­ 
perishable and unbreakable or may be 
easily fired or made brittle or malleable 
as gold. The base of this plastic, its 
maker says, is a finely powdered stone 
known as steatite. 
This, with other 
elements, the discoverer subjects to 
a heat of 600 degrees, adding the sub­ 
stances wTith which the Tormula is va­ 
ried to produce the different effects. At 
one- third the cost of gold Prof. Woods 
produces a substance possessing all of 
the properties of that precious metal, 
except that its specific gravity is slight­ 
ly less. Out of protean plastic may be 
made laces of gold of daintiest pat­ 
terns 'or musical instruments of brass 
lr huge building foundations.

A BILL SETS FORTH 


A COLUMN OF LOCAL GOSSIP. 


MURDER CHARGED IN AN AFFI. 
DAVIT AT CHICAGO. 


Mrs. Bigelow, Whom Janesville People 
W ill Remember as Miss Elizabeth 


VanEtta, Insists That Her Divorced 
Husband Died of Foul Play—Claims 
the Insurance. 


Nearly three months 
after 
the 
death of Rudolph A. Bigelow, a trav­ 
eling salesman, whom Janesville peo­ 
ple will remember as the husband of 
Miss Elizabeth VanEtta, and who died 
at the Palmer house, the charge has 
b en made in the probate court that 
the man was murdered. 
The sensational charges 
are set 
forth in an affidavit of Elizabeth Bige­ 
low, who secured a divorce from the 
decedent 
last 
May. 
The Chicago 
Daily News says: 
Mrs. Bigelow livos 
at che Lexington hotel and is a wo­ 
man of wealth. 
Her maiden name 
was VanEtta. 
Her father was at one 
time in the tobacco business in Chi­ 
cago aud was reported to be a multi­ 
millionaire. 
Some years ago he died, 
leaving an estate valued at nearly 
ti,000,000 
Elizabeth 
got 
about 
$200,000 from her fathers fortune and 
became the wife of Rudolph A. Bige­ 
low. 
Bigelow had been married be­ 
fore. 
He secured a divorce from his 
first wife aud in time became a de­ 
fendant ia a suit entered by his second 
partner in matrimony. 
Thought To Have* Keen Slugged. 
December S Bigelow died at the 
Palmer house under peculiar circum­ 
stances. 
At the time of his death it 
was reported that he had become in­ 
volved in a quarrel and was struck 
over the head with some sort of blunt 
instrument. He was found wandering 
along the street and was taken to the 
hotel, where ce died in a few hours. 
Dr. Evans, the house physician at the 
Palmar house, treated him and de 
dared that he died of alcoholism. The 
dead man’s brothers came here from 
Freeport, III., aud took the remains to 
that city, where the interment took 
place. 
William J. Bigelow, brother of the 
decedent, was appointed administrator 
of the estate, which was estimated to 
be worth about $2,000. 
Mrs. Bige­ 
low, the divorced wife of the dead 
man, was not satisfied with the way 
things were going aud .she employed 
Attorney M. L. Thackaberry to look 
after her interest. 
For a time there 
was a determination to exhume the 
remains of the decedent. 
Then the 
matter came to a fight in the Probate 
court. 
I!** Owed lie r **22,000. 
Mrs. Bigelow came into court with 
a claim against her former husband’s 
estate 
for 
about 
$22,000. 
The 
claim was in the shape of a note for 
$1 9 500 which she claimed her hus­ 
band gave her in 1S93. 
Considerable 
interest has accrued on the paper 
Rudolph A. Bigelow held some irsur- 
auce policies. 
The principal policies 
provided against accident. 
In order 
that they should be of any value it 
would have to appear that the de 
cedent came to his death aa the re­ 
sult of an injury. 
Two of thede poli­ 
cies provide that $ 11,000 shall ba paid 
the estate in the event of the 
acci­ 
dental death of the person insured. 
These policies have by order of court 
been delivered into tho hands of Mrs. 
Bigelow's lawyer. 
It is claimed that 
there were other policies which have 
been nuaccounted for and Mrs 
Bige­ 
low seeks to have an inventory 
re­ 
ported to the court. 
M akos 
S en sa tio n a l C h a rg e s. 
In her affidavit Mrs. Bigelow de­ 
clares that her former husband was 
m irdered. 
She explains that he was 
struck over tne head and there was a 
large gash over one of his eyes. 
The 
woman avers that she insisted that a 
post-mortem examination should bo 
made, and says she offered to bear the 
expense of such an examination. 
She 
asserts that the dead man’s brother 
objected to such aa examination, and 
makes the affidavit more sensational 
by setting lorth that the physician was 
to be paid a sum of money to issue the 
death certificate. 
Rudolph Bigelow was a sec of John 
A. and Ellen M. Bigelow. 
He was 
about forty years of age, and had sev­ 
eral brothers and sisters, but left no 
children. 
Ho traveled for years for a 
New York house, and was a short time 
before his dea*h interested in business 
in Montana. 
He was a large, fine 
looking man, and had a wide circle of 
acquaintances. 
Mrs. Elizabeth F. Figelow. the com­ 
plainant, is at present in Jacksonville, 
Fla., and the affidavit was filed by her 
attorneys. 
Dr. Evans Druids It. 
Dr. Evans when seen last eight at 
the Palmer h jme denied that Bigelow 
had come to his death 
through vio­ 
lence 
“ Bigelow did not die under 
peculiar circumstances,” 
said 
Dr. 
Evans. 
“ His death was the result of 
the commonest type of alcoholism. 
Tne 
story 
that 
I 
was 
to 
receive 
a 
consileration 
for 
a 
death certificate from the brother of 
the dead man is the sheerest nonsense. 
Mrs. 
Bigelow never asked me for a 
post-mortem on the body of Bigelow. 
His two brothers came to me some 
time ago and did wish me to say that 
he died of an accident, aud I discov­ 
ered at the time that he had aa acci­ 
dent policy on his life. 
I ‘roasted' 
them and left. 
I never held to any 
opiuion in regard to the man but that 
he died of alcoholism.'’

T he Schem e to B e Tried in P aris on ft 
Large Seale. 
\ 
One of the newest applications 
of 
electricity, and one fraught with great , 
possibilities for the future, is about j 
to be tried at Paris, St. Petersburg, and 
'Antwerp, where 
large 
experim ental 1 
plants are being erected for the produc­ 
tion of ozone, to be used in the ster­ 
ilization of drinking water. 
Ozone, 
according to M. Repin, of the Pasteur 
Institute, not only destroys 
the m i­ 
crobes, but is the only agent which de­ 
stroys itself spontaneously after hav­ 
ing acted without leaving any trace. It 
offers advantages over sterilization by 
heating, in th a t it does not remove the 
air from the water, and in th at it has 
the advantage of destroying not only 
living germs, but also organic 
sub­ 
stances dissolved in the 
water. 
The 
purification of drinking w ater by ozone 
has now been carried out on a large 
acale at Oudshoorn. Belgium, for over 
a year. The w ater source at this place 
w as a very polluted one, when untreat­ 
ed being absolutely unfit for use. At 
the first contact of the w ater and the 
ozonized air the greater part of the 
microbes are killed; but a few offer re­ 
sistance, and to kill these seven or 
nine m inutes of continued application 
is required. 
As a rem arkable exam ­ 
ple of the power of ozone fr#r this pur­ 
pose, of .seventeen sample tubes thus 
treated sixteen rem ained sterile. 
It 
has also been found that ozonized water 
is very much less liable to reinfection 
than w ater which has been merely fil­ 
tered and that the beneficial salts in 
w ater are scarcely affected 
by ozone. 
The color and taste of the w ater are 
modified favorably. The only difficulty 
in the application of th e process h ith ­ 
erto has been the w ant of suitably con­ 
structed apparatus 
to 
produce 
the 
ozone economically and in large quan­ 
tities. 
This, however, is believed by 
M. Repin to have been 
solved. 
A 
practical apparatus is being exhibited 
a t the hygienic exposition in Paris, and 
a t the Belgium plant above referred 
to. 
Regarding the cost of the process, 
which depends chiefly upon the am ount 
of organic m aterial in the w ater and 
the price of coal, it has been found 
th a t in the treatm ent 
of the 
Seine 
w ater less than one-horse power per 
hour will be necessary for the sterili­ 
sation of five cubic meters. 
A 
daily 
consum ption of 300,000 cubic meters of 
wafer, as in Paris, will, therefore, re­ 
quire about 6,000 
horse-power, 
the 
cost of operating which is not thought 
exorbitant. 
The ozone which 
is not 
used can be recovered by passing the 
sam e air through the apparatus again, 
and the same m achinery can be used 
for the production of light at night and 
for the sterilization of w ater during 
the day, thus reducing largely 
fixed 
charges.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

An A ntiquarian Lunch. 
Amaziah Dukes, a New York broker, 
recently said: 
“I have eaten 
apples 
th a t ripened more than 1,800 years ago, 
t>read made from wheat grown before 
th e children of Israel passed through 
th e Red sea, spread it with butter th a t 
w as made when Elizabeth wTas queen 
of England and washed down the re­ 
past with wine that was old when Co­ 
lum bus was playing barefoot with th© 
boys of Genoa. The rem arkable spread 
w as given by an antiquary named Goe­ 
bel, in the city of Brussels, in 1871. The 
apples were from an earthen jar taken 
from the ruins of Pompeii, the buried 
city to whose people we owe our knowl­ 
edge of canning fruit. The wheat was 
taken from a cham ber in one of th© 
pyram ids; the butter from a stone shelf 
in an old well in Scotland, where for 
centuries it had l&in in an earthen 
crock in icy water, and the wine was 
recovered from an old vault in the city 
of Corinth. There were six guests at 
tile 'table and each had a m outhful of 
th e bread and a 
teaspoonful of 
the 
wine, but was perm itted to help him ­ 
self liberally to the butter, there be­ 
ing several pounds of it. The apple jar 
held about tw o-thirds of a gallon and 
th e fruit was sweet and the flavor a3 
fine as though put up yesterday.”—Our 
Home.

.B razilian D octors. 
In 1880 a French medical graduate 
named Fort established himself at Rio 
de Janeiro, where he soon acquired a 
great reputation as a skillful Surgeon, 
thereby somewhat arousing the jeal­ 
ousy of the local practitioners. 
Re­ 
turning to Paris after some years of 
expatriation he published his impres­ 
sions of tho Brazilian capital, making 
particular mention of the defective sys­ 
tem of instruction in operation at the 
School of Medicine, and animadverting 
with much severity on the extreme lack 
of zeal manifested by the students. A 
few months ago Dr. Fort again visited 
Rio de Janeiro, but had it not been for 
the intervention of the French ambas­ 
sador the reception he was accorded 
bv his former colleagues and their pu­ 
pils might well have been attended by 
serious consequences. 
The following 
description of the fracas is furnished 
by a local paper: “At midday Our door 
street was blocked by upward of 500 j 
students crying with one voice, ‘Death j 
to Fort!’ Dividing into groups they 
then proceeded to the various newspa­ 
per offices iii the town, demanding the 
co-operation of the press in publishing 
the base maligner who,in their persons, 
had dared to insult the whole of Brazil 
and its inhabitants. 
After this they 
searched the hotels for their victim in 
order to lynch him, but happily Dr. 
Fort was absent from the city that 
day. 
Thus foiled they organized an 
execution in effigy with a funeral pro­ 
cession, the starting point of which 
was at the Medical Faculty. Upward of 
a 
thousand 
students 
accordingly 
emerged from 
the 
faculty 
the next 
morning in regular order, each individ­ 
ual carrying in his hand a lighted ta­ 
per, while at the head of the column 
there was a catafalque with a coffin 
containing the effigy. 
On either side 
lobed students bearing extn* large can­ 
dles marched as pallbearers, aud scat­ 
tered along the line was a plentiful dis­ 
play of banners decorated with asses’ 
heads and uncomplimentary allusions 
to Brazil’s calumniator. 
So realistic 
was the whole scene that prayers for 
the dead were chanted while the pro­ 
cession was en route, and when the 
final act of cremation took place in San 
Francisco square it was accompanied 
by tho solemn strains of ‘De i*rofun- 
dif?.* ” 
By a later account we learn 
that Dr. Fort “was able to embark on 
the La Plata safe and sound,” and also 
convinced, we should think, that Bra­ 
zilian medical students have still some 
zeal left.—The Lancet.
